MAC DO X AID'S SPEECH AT 
MONTREAL. 

Mo.nthkal, Sept. 27.---Tliiw afte.- 
noon quite a large and excited gather- 
ing of Sir John Mncloimld's followers 
assembled at I [ochelaga depot to wel- 
como their chief upon his way to Otta- 
wa. There had been placed on the 
track numerous torpedoes, which were 
exploded as a sort of salute to Sir 
John, and upon his" arrival Mr. A. A. 
Ogilvie called for three cheers, which 
vrero given with a will. Messrs. M. FT. 
Gault, Thomas White, C. .J. Coursol, 
Dosjardins, all members of the Domin- 
ion House ; Andrew Robertson, J. B. 
Holland, W. Angus, A. DeGosuios; M. 
Rowe, of the Winnipeg Time*, and 
others were present. Mr. Chapleau 
accompanied Sir John, and titter the 
formalities had heen indulged in, Mr. 
Nantel presented from the Club Carrier 
a complimentary and congratulatory 
address, to which' Sir John replied as 
follows: — 

"Okn-ti.k.mkx,— Allow me to return my 
must sincere thanks for tins address. It 
is especially gratifying to me to receive 
this greeting from the young men of: Ca- 
nada. I am an old man myself, and oan- 
not hope to see the culmination and com- 
pletion of tin; great enterprise on which 
f have been engaged. You, gentlemen, 
in common with the rest of the young 
men of Canada, can have that pleasure, 
and I may say that profit. I trust that I 
shall be able to look down on you from 
another, and 1 hope a better, sphere, and 
see the young people of the- Cartiur Club 
travelling across the continent at tlio Kilo 
of twenty-five miles an hour from Mon- 
treal to the Pacific. (Applause aud 
laughter.) I am also pleased to know that 
tho country has been so much pleased and 
interested in the progress of our labors, 
and that such of the results as havo 
been published have met with the ap- 
proval of tho public, because I have not 
been able to follow very closely the pub- 
lic press of the Dominion. *I am also 
glad to know that thore are men politi- 
cally opposed to niyBolf, hut who aro still 
patriots, and willing to join issuo'with us 
in what is best for the country. Tho 
question should bo lifted far beyond the 
elemonts of party strife. I have great 
pleasure in telling you, gentlemen — 
though I cannot go into tho.mattor fully, 
bocauae I am merely the agent of the 
Governor in Council, sent to Groat Bri- 

. tain along with one or two of my col- 
leagues, and must submit tho arrange- 
ment we havo made for the approval or 
rejection of the Parliament of the country 
— that wo havo made a good arrangement 
with a number of capitalists, not alone in 
England, but in Germany, France, tho 
United States, and Canada. Wo havo 
made a combination of forces which will 
not only bo quite sufficient to build tho 
road, but will have additional influence to 
turn tho great current of German emi- 
gration from the United States to Canada. 
(Cheers.) We havo received security in 
money — satisfactory security— for ' the 
proper construction and running of tho 
road for ten years after its completion, 
which will bo twenty years hence. (Loud 
cheers.) We have mado an arrangomont, 
not that tho road shall be built through a 
fertile district and loft untouched in . the 
wilder parts, but that it shall bo con- 
structed whether through a wild or fer- 
tile district. (Applause.) Wo havo made 

. .an arrangomont W which tho land will 
be put upon tho n.arket and sold at onco, 
by which means there shall be a con- 

• tinunnco of systematic emigration to the 
North-West. We have secured the run- 
ning of it for ten years after it is, built, 
and when I tell you that when 
tho road is finished it will not cost 
the country a bit more than , tho 
arrangement would that I made with Sir 
Hugh Allan in 1873, you will, I am cer- 
tain, rejoice with mo, (Loud and pro- 
longed cheers). Mr. Mackonzie said that 
Sir Hugh could not build tho road for 
thirty million dollars, but I believe that 
when tho calculation comeB to bo mado of 
the cost of tho road it will be found to 
havo been built even choaper than ii 
could have boon built under that arrange 
merit. Wo havo mado an arrangement 
by which tho road is to bo built; wo havo 
caused a desire on tho part of settlers to 
emigrate to Canada; and the road will bo 
builtwithout costing one canttothepeoplo 
of Canada. (Cheers.) 'Ono gentleman in 
England, from the simple desiro to help 
Canada, wishes to secure C4,000 acres of 
land under tho shadow of the Bocky 
Mountains, saying, "1 will have my son 
settle upon that property." That gentle- 
man is Mr. Thomas Brassey, and I have 
accepted his offer, subject, of course, to 
the approval of tho Governor in Council. 
That is merely ono simple oxample of tho 

' fevor in England now to settle in our 
country. I believo we have done our 
work successfully, and that the whole 
country must rojoice; but I must tell you 
as a party man that wo met with great 
opposition in England. I did not go into 
a house, nor did I address myself to a man 
who had not in his possession Mr. Blake's 
speech in tho Parliament last session in 
printed form. These were sent over to 
them to defeat our scheme. They were 
put under my noso wherevor j went; but 
thanks to the strong good sense of . tho 
people of England, and to my persuasive- 
ness— (laughter) — wo wero able to defeat 
nil combinations — I may say not only 
combinations, but conspiracies — to fight 
down all opposition and to succeed. (Ap- 
plause.) Wo have made tho arrango- 
mont " a contract firm." Tho contract 
will bo carried out, tho railway will go 
on whothor Parliament moot in Novem- 
ber or February. The railway will go on 
all tho same, and we'will trust to Parlia- 
ment and the country to sustain us in 
our course. Tho contractors aro men of 
means, millionaires capable of building a 
dozen railways. They' aro quite willing 
to take tho risk of going on at onco, and 
thoy will do so. (Loud and prolonged 
cheers.) 

Here Mr. Coursol callod out for three 
cheers for Sir John and these hav- 
ing been given Mr. Gault, 51. P., thank- 
ed Sir John in the namo of tho wholo Do- 
minion. He was pleased boyond measiiro 
to hoar the assurance given of tho suc- 
cess of the mission. 

• Sir John then wont on board the train 
and was accompanied by Mr. DeComoa, 
Mr. Chapleau and others en routo to Ot- 
tawa. 

SIR JOHN INTKRVIEWHI) AT QUEBEC 

Quebec, Sept; 27. — The Chronicle this 
morning printod tho following account of 
a reported intorview between a member 
of i*,B staff and Sir John Macdonald. It 
sayB: — 

The Premier was good enough to com- 



municate several details concerning the 
Syndicate, which bear out in many 
respects tho reports of Sir John's mission 
already received by cable. The govern- 
ment lias succeeded, ho says, in uniting 
in one syndicate a number of London, 
Paris, Hamburg, New York and Cana- 
dian capitalists. One member of the syn- 
dicate is Mr. McTntyre, of Montreal, a 
gentleman who possesses a controlling in- 
terest in the Canada Central Railway ex- 
tending from Pembroke to Lake Nipiss- 
ing, the present eastern terminus of the 
Canada Pacific Railway. It will thus be 
seen that this gentleman is interested in 
influencing the location of tho eastorn con- 
nection of the groat trans-continental 
highway by way of tho Canada Central to 
a point very noar the present westorn 
terminus of the Q. M. O. and C. railway, 
and to which the latter lino may easily be 
extended. Sir John states that tho syd- 
dicate has undertaken to construct tho en- 
tire line of railway within ton years and 
will be required to maintain it in good or- 
der and keep it running for ten years 
more. In order to avoid any failure in 
having tho road completed within tho 
specified time tho government will require 
that the most difficult sections instead of 
being left to the lnat shall bo commenced 
pro rata with the remaining portions of 
tho line. Tho right h'on. gentleman is 
(juito sure of the ability and intontion of 
the gentlemen forming the syndicato to 
complole tho road within ten years. He 
informs us that thoy are ready to give se- 
curity in cash for the duo and punctual 
execution of their contract, which securi- 
ty is not only quite satisfactory to himself 
but will doubtless prove equally so to his 
colleagues in tho cabinet, to his Excel- 
lency the Governor-General and to Parlia- 
ment.

Shot in the Arm. — Yesterday after- 
noon two men, one an employe at the 
Commercial Hotel arid the other a runner 
for the Colonial Hotel, were standing on 
Johnson street in front of .T.J.Hart's store 
examining a small revolver. In the courso 
of conversation as to its value ono of tho 
men placed it in Hart's hand for his 
opinion. The weapon suddenly went off", 
the bullet passing through the fleBhy part 
of the left arm of a Chinaman who was 
standing close by. Th* Chinaman ran a 
few yards into tho street before he real- 
ized the fact that he was wounded. The 
shooting appears to have been entirely 
accidental, but tho Chinaman, taking a 
different view of the matter, laid an infor- 
mation against Hart charging him with 
shooting with intent, • Hart was lodged 
in gaol, but soon afterwards admittod to 
bail in tho sum of §500 to appear at tho 
polico court this morning. 

Thk Dominion revenue returns for the 
month of August last show that tho value 
of tho imports for that month was about 
6000,000 less than for tho same month of 
1378, while tho.dutios paid wore §500,000 
more than in 1878.

The Sergeant of Polico said tho pro- 
ceedings had been taken under a munici- 
pal by-law passed by authority of tho 
Health Ordinance, 1800. 

Mr. Courtney — Even if that is so a 
municipal by-law cannot override tho local 
Statute from which I havo quoted. 

His Honor said that if that was the 
only objection counsel intended to take 
he would not discharge tho prisoners. Tho 
point could bo argued to-morrow, until 
when he would remand the prisoners. 

George Hughes, an old offender, plead- 
ed guilty to a charge of supplying intoxi- 
cating liquor to Indians, but asked his 
Honor to give him three days to leave tho 
country. 

Sergeant Bloomfiold stated that tho 
prisoner had had a similar opportunity 
onco bofore, but made no effort to avail 
himself of it. 

His Honor said that lie behoved it 
would bo no good his attempting to assist 
tho prisoner to leave. He would impose 
a light fine— ?50; in default 3 months' 
hard labor. 

A lad named J. Townsend was charged 
by Gilbert Wall with unlawfully assault- 
ing Frank Wall, tho prosecutor's son, 
about 10 years of ago, by kicking him in 
the leg, filing a toy pistol at him and 
othorwiso molesting him on previous oc- 
casions. 

Tho defendant, who appeared in Court 
with his father, was defended by Mr. II. 
C. Courtnoy. 

The prosecutor said ho had no desire 
that the defendant should bo punished 
severely, but ho wished that something 
should bo dono to provent a similar oc- 
currence as well as to servo as a caution 
to other lads. 

Mr. Townsond explained that when the 
prosecutor spoke to him he (Mr. T.) had 
said that lie would • remedy the matter 
and had taken the pistol away from his 
lad. To his surprise, however, a' sum- 
mons had been issued.' 

The prosecutor said the shot fired had 
loft an impression on his boy's thigh, 
but did not ponetrato the skin. 

Tho boy Wall corroborated the informa- 
tion laid by his father, oftor which his 
Honor reprimanded the defendant and 
alluded to tho dangerpushabitqf using so- 
called toy pistols such as that produced, 
which would kill a man if the bullothitin a 
vital part. The charge was a very.serious 
one, for which he could only commit tho 
prisoner for" trial if convicted. Under the 
circumstances he would dismiss tho sum- 
mons on the defendant undertaking to 
pay all costs. The pistol would be con- 
fiscated. 

Tho four Chinamen on remand, charg- 
ed with burglariously ontering tho pre- 
mises of Goon Gan, with assaulting nim 
and stealing 8171. CO, were again brought 
up. 

Mr. Theo. Davie and Mr. D. Eborta 
appeared for the plaintiff and Messrs. 
Drake and Courtney for the defence. 

The evidence of the prosecutor was 
taken and was substantially tho same as 
details of the alleged occurrence that havo 
already appeared in The Colonist. 

Officer Shoppard deposed to arresting 
the prisoners. The prosecutor's door ap- 
peared to have been knocked in and his 
face was wounded near' tho loft eye. A 
bracelot ho had worn was also smashed, to 
piecos. 

The prisoners were further remanded 
until Thursday next. 

Chas. Weir, on remand, charged with 
burglariously entering tho dwelling house 
of Mrs. Potrie, Douglas stroct, on the 
morning of the 28th inst. 

The prisoner was undefended. 

Miss Mary E. Petrio testified that on 
the night in question she. was awakonod 
by tho light from tho gas lamp opposite 
the house. She then saw a man moving 
in her room. She waited a little time 
and the man then put his hand across tho 
table, striking the lamp which was placed 
on it. Witness called her brother and tho 
man went towards the door. She called 
again and when herbrothor answered the 
man ran away. Witness had never seen 
tho prisoner before, but he resembled in 
height, hair and general appcaranco the 
man she saw in her room. When polico 
officer O'Connor brought tho prisoner to 
tho houso it was found that his foot ex- 
actly fitted foot prints outside the window. 

To the prisoner— To the best of. my bc- 
liof you aro tho man. 

Officer O'Connor testified to arresting 
the man at hi3 cabin on Humboldt street 
and corroborated MiBS Petrie's evidence 
with reference to tho footpiints. Witness of- 
fectod tho arrest from a description given 
by Miss Petrio who recognized him when 
confronted with her. 

R. Macdougall testified that he knew 
tho prisoner by sicht, that he lived on 
Humboldt street and that about half past 
1 o'clock on tho morning of tho 28th pris- 
oner rapped at tho door of the cabin next 
to where (witness) sleeps. Witness got 
up and told him he thought there was no 
ono in the houso, which is situate about 
300 yards from Miss Petrie's house. 

His Honor committed tho prisoner for 
trial.

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. 6. — Henry Brittain,

Vienna, Oct. G. — Owing to the 
terferenco of authorities, tho meeting 
of Bohemian constitutionist's at Carls 
bad has become a stato affair. This 
interference is likely to givo fresh 
strength to the agitation to promote 
the general party meeting in Vienna, 
and may oven extend the agitation to 
tho parliament. The meeting at Carls- 
bad was densely crowded. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 5. — Reports 
of death and poverty fill tho Russian 
press from all parts of the interior. 
Granaries at Togaurog are rapidly 
omptying their stores for consumption 
in the intorior of tho country. 

Berlin, Oct. 5. — Bismark instead of 
objecting as announced, in fact recom- 
mends the bundesrath to sanction Bel- 
gium's proposed modification of ship- 
ping dues levied at Antwerp. Tho 
bundesrath is summoned to moot on 
the 28th inst. 

Constantinople, Oct. C. — A note 
communicated to the embassadors yes- 
terday states that the porto in yielding 
to the continued pressure exercised by 
tho powers resolved to deal with all 
pending questions and will endeavor to 
induce tho Albanians to surrender Dul- 
cigno. As regards Greece the porto 
proposes a frontier lino running north 
of Veto and south of Larrisa, Mitzopo 
and Janini and terminating at tho 
mouth of the river Arta. Roformsare 
already promised to be introduced into 
Asia Minor in tlireo months. Reforms 
in Eurono will bo carried out as far as 
compatible with the integrity of tho 
empire. 

Paris, Oct. G. — The opinion here is 
that tho terms offered by the latest 
Turkish note cannot bo accepted as 
they make tho cossion of Dnlcigno de- 
pendent upon conditions already reject- 
ed. 

Loniion, Oct. G. — The Times says: 
Tho Turkish note concludes by demand- 
ing the demolition of tho Danubian 
fortresses and Turkish occupation of 
tho Balkans. Tho Times condemns tho 
note as wholly unsatisfactory. 

London, Oct. G. — The Dally Neivs 
in a leading editorial article this morn- 
ing says: "Wo understand that a 
Turkish ndto was presented to tho am- 
bassadors yesterday, which contains no 
reasonable or practical proposal, hnt is 
merely a thinly disguised defiance of 
thd authority of Europe. 

Bautsii, Oct. G. — Admiral Seymour 
has returned from Cattaro. The Turk- 
ish frigate and. yacht continue landing 
arms -and provisions along the coast. 

St. Pkteksbuho, Oct. G. — The A T ovoe 
Vremya reports that at the last meet- 
ing of the British cabinet it wbh decid- 
ed in view of a possible misunderstand- 
ing among the powers in regard to the 
naval demonstration to ask Russia to 
inform England of her futuro plans in 
the east. Russia has not yet replied. 

London, Oct. G.— At a public meet- 
ing of tho inhabitants of Westmsnster 
last night resolutions were passed pro 
testing agaiust England's action in the 
east. No influential persons were pres- 
ent. 

London, Oct. G. — Tho Popo has 
nominated for coadjutor with the right 
of futuro succession, Archbishop Mc- 
Closkey of Now York, in order to per- 
mit the latter to leave his diocese. The 
Pope is displeased with Archbishop 
McC'loskey for participating in the re- 
ception of Parnoll, tho Irish agitator, 
and. that displeasure will bo manifest- 
ed if the Anmbishop comes to Rome. 

A fire in the worsted mills at 
Greenock, caused a loss of 50,000 
pounds. Nino hundred persons are 
thrown out of employment. 

Dublin, Oct. 7. — Parnell has is- 
sued a circular to the trading and 
farming classes of Cork, inviting them 
to a meeting to bo held Saturday next, 
for the purpose of establishing a land 
league on a new basis, intended to 
give the new body wider scope. 

London, Oct. 7. — Wm.. Lassall, as- 
tronomer, is dead. 

- Paris, Oct. 7. — Thirty-five houses 
are already burned by a fire, raging in 



the town of Aix, department of 
Arieze. 

Vienna, Oct. 7. — The British and 
Russian cabinets havo already given 
their opinion of the Turkish noto that 
it is altogether unfit to form the basis 
of further negotiations.

— The lord lieuten- 
ant to-day received fifty members of 
the landlords association who impress- 
ed upon the government . the urgent 
necessity of armed immediate steps for 
the protection of life and property. 
The lord lieutenant promised every at- 
tention to the suhjoct. 

The procedings at the reception 
were strictly private as landlords pre- 
sent had statements to make which 
they would not vonture to niako in 
public. Somo said they were themselves 
in danger of assassination in conso- 
quoucs of land league agitation. Some 
told the lord lieutenant that they might 
not get home alive. 

Dublin, Oct. 8. — The government 
has ordered the barracks at Athlone, 
Carlo w, Sligo and other places in West 
Ireland to be prepared for tho full com- 
plement of troops thoy are capable of 
accommodating. 

Penzance, Oct. 8. — A fearful galo 
has been raging here since midnight 
and numerous vessels parted their 
cables and have been damaged. Har- 
bor works and quays are also damaged 
and the promenaiis flooded. Several 
small yachts and boats were destroyed. 

London, Oct. 8. — Fire at Greenock 
last night destroyed the worsted mills 
of Fleming, Read A- Co., the largest in 
Scotland. 

London, Oct. 8.— Imports for Sep- 
tember 6,500,000 pounds greater than 
la3t year, and oxports 2,500,000 pounds 
greator than last year. 

Berlin, Oct. 8. — From a semi of- 
fical notice in last evening's papers rel- 
ative to tho rumored suspension of mi- 
nor state of seige in such cities as Liep- 
sic and Hamburg it appears the gov- 
ernment has seriously taken to heart 
the words of Count Von Eulonborg, 
ministor of the interior, at debates in 
Reichstag, on prolongation of repres- 
sive hot beds of socialism apart from 
Berlin and that tho time might como 
when there would be no remedy there 
but a state of seigc. It also appears 
that the demeanor and menace of 
socialists at a late meoting at Zurich 
have caused the Prussian government 
to consider the question afresh and 
have made it draw serious attention of 
the Saxon government and Hamburg 
state to the necessity of taking meas- 
ures Co guarantee the public though it 
disclaims all intention of exercising un- 
due pressuie on any federal member so 
as to constrain them to imitate its ex- 
ample by declaring certain cities in a 
state of minor siege. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 8. — The gov- 
ernment has convened a conference of 
Russian cotton manufacturers at Mos- 
cow to discuss the threatened crisis in 
industry. At many of the Moscow 
mills the wages of operatives have been 
reduced 15 per cent. A reoent reduc- : 
tion in prices at KhludefFs great, mill 
at Smalenck produced a four days' 
strike and riot there. Similar out- 
breaks are apprehended elsewhere if 
wages are reduced, as the failure of the 
harvest has doubled the price of food. 

Vienna, Oct. 8. — The town council 
passed a resolution declaring a meeting 
of the constitutional party at Vienna 
as advocated by the meeting at Carls- 
bad necessary and desirable. The Pol- 
itUc, leading organ of the Czechs, .says 
that tho government will reply by dis- 
solution of the council which has no 



right to meddle with nolitics. 

Paris, Oct. 8. —The • funeral of 
Jacques Offenbach was celebrated at 
Madelen this morning with great pomp 
and ceremony. Although the weather 
was wet, thoro was an immense crowd 
both inside and outside the church. 

DeLesseps announced at the last 
meeting of tho academy of science that 
operations for carrying out the scheme 
of the Panama canal werb about to 
begin under the auspices of a syndicate 
composed of the principal financial es- 
tablishments of America and Europe. 

Rome, Oct. 8. — General Garibaldi's 
doctor told him that it would bo bad 
for his health to return to Caprera. 

Vienna, Oct. ' S.— Political Corres- 
pondence says that it has received indi- 
cations in regard to the character of a 
measure Great Britain proposed to tho 
powers as a reply to the last Turkish 
note. It consists of a kind of collect- 
ive embargo in the yEgean sea, by 
which the powers would become pos- 
sessed of a practical pledge for the ful- 
filment of the porte's obligations. 

Great Britain has proposed to the 
powers that tin; international fleet take 
possession of Lomnos or Mitylene, on 
the yEgean sea. 

London, Oct. 8.— -AH admirals ex- 
cept the Austrian have received fresh 
instructions from their respective gov- 
ernments. Before returning to Cet- 
tinde tho Montenegrin ministers of 
war and foreign affairs who accompan- 
ied the young Montenegrin prince on a 
visit to the fleet informed the admirals 
that the Montenegrins were indisposed 
to attack tho. Turks at .present as they 
hoped ultimately to obtain armed sup- 
port from the fleet in landing troops. 

It is stated that Admiral Seymour, 
commander in chief of the united fleets 
on Turkish waters, has requested the 
admiral commanding the Russian squa- 
dron to hold himsolf in readiness for 
sailing orders. i 

Berlin, Oct. S. — There is good rea- 
son to believe that the emperor and 
court aro much vexed and dissatisfied 
with the Turkish note. It is'affirmed 
at Paris that the powers are seriously 
thinking of inciting or encouraging the 
sultan's deposition'. 

Paris, Oct. 8. — The Republique 
Francaim: hints that the sultan is de- 
mented. The article evidently points 
to that journal's advocacy of his de- 
thronement. 

London, Oct. 8. — There is reason to 
believe that the fleets will seize soveral 
chief ports of the ^Egean sea, So as to 
cut off supplies and monoy from Asia 
and the islands to Constantinople. 



Cettinje, Oct. 8. — The Russian em- 
bassy has been instructed to send nil 
officers on leave to their ships ns thoy 
sail immediately. g 

EASTERN STATES. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 6. — ThoB. Hughes 
of England opened the exercises in 
augurating a colony at Rugby on the 
line of the Cincinnati Southern rail 
road, making an eloquent and thought 
f ul addresa Others followed with 
speeches and songs. 

Waterbury, Oct. 5. — Two of the 
largest buildings, comprising Holmes, 
Booth it Hyden's works, containing 
many costly machines and tools, burned 
to-night. Estimated loss 3200,000 ; 
insured. 

• Trenton, N. J., Oct. 5.— The U. S. 
grand jury has indicted Charles H. 
Voorhee's, member of congress, for 
embezzling monoy of the Hackensack 
bank. . 

Memphis, Oct. 5.— On Wednesday, 
at Concordia, Bolivar Co , a difficulty 
occurred between B. J. Owen, justice 
of the peace, and J. W. Glovor, a far- 
mer. Owen was holding his court. 
Glover mado a disturbance and was 
ordered under arrest by Owen. Pistols 
were at onco drawn by both and firing 
commenced by each. Owen fell dead. 
Glover ran about three hundred yards 
and fell. He died after lingering 
eight hours. Both were young men 
of good standing in the county. 
° 

UTAH. 

Salt Lake, Oct. G. — The Mormon 
semi-annual conference convened to- 
day, attendance large. President John 
Taylor fainted whilo delivering a ger- 
mon. Geo. Q. Cannon and Apostles 
New and Rich addressed the assembl- 
age. Cannon, in the course of his ser- 
mon, defied hell and the government to 
abolish Mormonism. 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico, Oct. 1.— On tho 
25th ult., tho houso of representatives 
by a large majority vote, passed^ a re- 
solution declaring Gen. Gonzales, presi- 
dent of the republic. His term is to begin 
in the interior and lie is not expected at 
the capital until tho eve of his inaugur- 
ation. Already speculation is rife as 
to the formation of his cabinet. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Oct. 8. — J. T. Evans 
who arrived hero yesterday on tho 
ship Cambrian Monarch from Sydney, 
was arrosted on landing under extra- 
dition for forgery to the amount of 
eight hundred pounds committed at 
Sidney.

San Francisco, Oct. 8.— Crown, 
Point and Exchequer each assessed 50 
cents. 

Grass Valley, Cal., Oct, G. — Tues- 
day night Wm. H. O'Brien, who lived 
in a cabin near the edge of town was- 
burned to death. Geo. Crandall who 
lives near was returning home when 
he discovered the burning building. 
He ran and broke open the door, when 
out walked O'Brien enveloped in 
flames from head to foot. He uttered 
no sound, but walked back and forth 
with his hands folded. Crandall pro- 
cured somo water which he threw 
upon the man when ho fell to the 
ground. He remained in a sitting 
position a faw minutes when ho ex- 
pired. Tho remains were charred and 
blackened beyond recognition. His 
flesh was fairly roasted in places and 
the bones of his legs were visible.
